August 27th.—I interrupted my let- 
ter in order to go for news. It is 
our only ‘pre-occupation, or rather 
our only occupation, in our perpetual 
anxiety. It is contirmed without de- 
tails that Namur was taken. It is 
through the gap between Mons and 
Lille that the Germans pass toward 
t|Paris, and they advance quickly. Let 
us hope Russia also will advance 


There must be, south of the| guickly. 


Please busy yourself with the sub- 
scription that will bring us help. 
We need assistance in food and 
clothing rather than money, as evon 
with money we couid hardly procure 
what is necessary. Let the chari- 
table people answer our appeal 
promptly, so that the assistance 
reaches us before winter. 

I arrived here last Thursday by 
the last train which left Brussols 
before the surrounding of the town. 
During 15 days I have done my dut- 
ies with the civil guard; 12 and 
sometimes 16 hours’ watch daily at 
bridges and railway tracks. On 
Wednesday at midnight after the 
battle of Louvain, it was decided 
not to defend Brussels in order to 
avoid bombardment of the town. 
All communications with 
are interrupted. Impossible to re- 
ceive any authentic news from thero, 
nothing but contradictory sayings. 
I have not the courage to speak of 
business. Nobody thinks of it here. 
Isverybody will be half ruined, and 
many completely, but one does not 
think of it. .Ono will sce after. The 
only fear is that of becoming Ger- 
man and of lacking of food next 
winter.

London, Sept. 20.—The Bordeaux 
correspondent of the Times, in a 
despatch dated Sunday, says: ‘‘The 
j allies’ left wing is very slowly work- 
ing its way around, but it 1s too 
early to announce the success of 
any movement. Progress, however, 
undeniably has been made on the 
enemy’s right in spite ’of the natural 
difficulties of the country, where, a 
century ago, General Blucher flung 
back by Napoleon found a temporary 
resting place. 
| “Already the fury of the battle is 
waning, but it cannot’ be said 
whether‘ this is due to fatigue on 
both sides, or whether it points to 
au resumption of the enemy’s re- 
treat.’’ 

London, Sept. 20, 10.56 p.m.—The 
Exchange Telegraph’s Paris  corres- 
pondent, in a despatch sent at 7.40 
o’clock tonight, ‘says: ‘‘The steady 
advance of the British ‘and French or 
{the left is highly important, as tho 
German General Von Kluck’ s flank is 
now exposed.” 

London, Sept. 20, (9.45 p.m.)—Ono

The two great armies which have 


been fighting for a month, with hard- 
ly any intermissions, have dug them- 
selves inte entrenchments on rivers

Artillery duels such as have never 
beer: seen before are being carried on 
with the hope of compelling the 
evacuation of the strongly held posi- 
tions, with occasional success to tho 
opposing sides, while the infantry, 
in the face of a galling fire, have 
charged right up to th: uns, only 
to make their opponents give way 
slightly, or to be repulsed with 
great losses. 


FIERCEST FIGHTING 
NEAR RHEIMS. 


The fighting has been fiercest on 
the allies’ left, which lies on the 
right bank of the river Oise, in the 
vicinity of Rheims, the famous cath- 
edral of which has been sect alire by 
the German shells, and between that 
town and the Argonno bridge it has 
been give and take all the time. 

The French official report, however, 
again claims slight progress on ‘the 
Fronch line and that the allies have 
again repulsed strong frontal at- 
tacks between Craonne and Rheims. 

Around Rheims itself matters have 
been about equalized as the Germans 
have recaptured the heights of 
Brimont, while the French have tak- 
en the defences of La Pompelle. The 
French also have scored a success 
between Rheims and the Argonne, 
where they have taken the village of 
Souain and have captured numerous 
prisoners,

FRENCH BRING NEW GUNS. 


The Germans have, had most of 
their artillery at work, but the 
French are bringing up more and 
bigger guns. This fighting with both 
sides in strong Positions, may.go on 
for days yet, but sooner or ater 
one-side must find the continual fall 
of shells and the disconcerting’ infan- 
try attacks too much for them, and 
leaving a strong rear guard, will 
draw back for a breathing spell.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Ths sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask 
atechewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions.: A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-sectijon along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years? after éarning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur: 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, ‘scrub: 
by or stony, land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain : conditions. :

Chinese and Russians Ready'to Invade 
Canadian Egg Market 


Ordinarily tariff’ discussions turn on 
the duties on ‘agricultural implements, 
machinery, woollens and other lines 
of manufactured products. The aver- 
age citizen is prone to forget that 
there is a duty on most agricultural 
products, and while there has been 
a free food controversy raging for 
the past few months, many Canadians 
have a rather-hazy idea of wiiat the 
duty is on food products and what 
lines are covered. 

It is generally considered that the 
duty on agricultural products is of 
no use to any one, but the discussion 
of the past few months and the in- 
vasion of the Canadian market by 
foreign farm :roducts has made the 
farmer realize that protection on his 
products is of some value to him 
after all. This is becoming more 
evident every day in the case of eggs. 
A few weeks ago the Canadian Pro- 
duce Association was the recipient of 
a communication from Shanghai, in 
which a local firm offered to furnish 
the Canadian trade with first class 
candled goods at 18%c to 14c per 
dozen c.1.f.. Pacific ports. During the 
past season the shipments of Chinese 
eggs to the Pacific seaboard totalled 
80,000 cases of 30 dozen to the case, 
and the claim is made that this can 
be increased immensely if Markets 
will pay for them. .On the Atlantic 
seaboard, Russian eggs are available 
at 18c and 19c, and the two quotations 
would work out at about the same 
for Winnipeg and points further 
Bast. ' . 

During the past year or two thou- 
sands of cases of European and 
Chinese eggs have entered United 
States at ruinous prices as far as 
the American producer {s concerned. 
While the duty on eggs entering 
Canada is small, 3c per dozen, it will 
be evident to every egg producer that 
if this barrier was removed the eges 
would enter Pacific coast points at so 
Much less per dozen than quoted 
above. Those who have been getting 
good prices for eggs durin; the past 
few months are not anxious to see 
their market made less profitable by 
the invasion of cheap eggs from China. 
Instead of wiping out the duty on 
eggs, as has been proposed, it seems 
that it might be increased with ad- 
vantage to the Canadian egg producer, 

During the past winter and spring, 
Western Canada has produced more 
eggs than ever before in her history, 
and for the first time on reoord has 
shipped some to Bastern Canada, in 
addition to supplying Winnipez and 
other urban oentres of the West. The 
entrancé of cheap Chinese eggs on the 
Western egg trade will have a serious 
effect on the prices to the producer 
fn Western Canada.

Sturdee writes: England was one of 
the first countries t®6 have a navy 
and to display the national flag on 
her ships. Alfred the Great from A. 
D. 871 to 901 encouraged the build- 
ing of war ships and ever since has 
the navy of England and afterwards 
of Great Brifian, been the ruling 
guide, the chief defence. of our coun- 
try and the onvy of all the world. 
The basis of the Union Jack or 
Great Union is the red cross of St. 
George. 


SKETCH OF ST. GEORGE 


St. George was born about 270 in 
Lydda, in Palestine, in the vale of 
. Sharon, celebrated for its roses, and 
lso the rose is the national flower of 
‘England, and always associated with 
'St. George. He was a christian and 
wher the Emperor Diocletian per- 
secuted the Christians St. George 
openly declared himself and did all 
he could to saw2 his fellow country- 
men and oppose the Emperor, _ but 
was put to‘death as a martyr April 
23, 303; this day is known as St. 
George’s day, and has been so kept 
for hundreds of years; it is also re- 
lated of him that he fought and kil- 
Jed a fierce dragon and. thus saved 
a princess from death, so _ St. 
George is always represented in his 
combat with the dragon, he being 
on horseback and carrying a banner 
with a red cross on a white ground; 
he was thus early looked upon as 2 
saint and his name and symbol ven- 
erated. Cabot, Drake and Frobisher 
sailed under this flag and the ships 
that defeated the great Spanish Ar- 
mada carried it at their mastheads; 

‘lit is in-compliment to the ancient 
victories of the English that to-day 
the St. George's cross is the distin- 
guishing flag of a British admiral 
and it is also used on the command 
pennant, a long flag or whip, . flown 
by every war ship in commission, 
while the white or St. George’s en- 

sign is the flag of the royal navy. 


SCOTLAND’S PATRON SAINT 


St. Andrew is supposed to have 
been the first to introduce Christ- 
ianity into Scotland, and for that 
reason from very early times he has 
been known as the patron saint of 
that country, and his anniversary is 
kept by the Scotch on Nov, 30. The 
St. Andrew’s cross is a saltire or 
diagonal cross, white on a dark blue 
ground, and the origin is said to be 
from the fact that St. Andrew con- 
sidered himself unworthy to be cru- 
cified on a cross of the same shape 
as our Saviour, and so chose one 
of an X shape on which he suffered 
martyrdom; the St. Andrew’s cross 
was carried by Robert the Bruce, 
whose descendants, the Earl of Elgin 
still bear his banner. 

The first attempt, of combining the 
two crosses on one flag was made 
after James VI. of Scotland became 
James I. of FPmgland, who as ‘soon 
as he came to the throne in 1603 ad- 
ded to the royal standard the  per- 
sonal flag of the sovereign, the red 
lion of Scotland and the harp of 
Ireland, this flag under Queen Eliza- 
beth had borne the three lions of 
England and the fleur-de-lys of France 
only, but it was not until 1606 that 
any change was made in the national 
In that year 


s 


King James 
authorized a new flag to be borne in 
the main top of all ships ‘‘The Red 
Crosse, commonly called St. George's 
Crosse, and the White Crosse, com- 
monly called St. Andrew’s Crosse, 
joined together according to the 
form: made by our Heralds’ and this 
flac was known as the “Union Flag- 
ge,”’ or Jack, but the separate Eng- 
lish and Scotch crosses were still 
used by the two nations in addition 
to the new flag to distinguish the 
nationality of the ships. The origin 
lof the flag being called Jack cannot 
be clearly accounted for, but the 
probable origin of the word came 
from the fact that the respective 
crosses of cach nation were borne on 
the coafs or jacques of the soldiers, 
the latter word meaning in heraldry 
; the plain surface or outer dress on 
ae an armorial device is borne, 
and thus the flag came to be called

ORIGIN OF IRISH JACK 


St. Patrick from very early times 
has been the patron saint of Ireland; 
born, in Scotland near the close of 
the fourth century (authorities differ 
as to the exact date of his birth), 
one account states that he went as 
a young man with his parents to 
Ireland and devoted himself to teach- 
ing the Irish Christianity, and labor- 
ed incessantly among the people, suf- 
fering much and being often persecu- 
ted. / 


St. Patrick’s Day, March 17, is al- 
ways especially celebrated by the 
Irish. The origin of St. Patrick's 
cross or the Irish Jack is very ob- 
scure, but there is a tradition that 
he suffered martyrdom on a cross of 
the same shape as St. Andrew, but 
this is not generally accepted; the 
most probable origin of the cross is 
\that it was taken from a sacred 
standard or Labarum set up by Con- 
stantine the Great, emperor of Rome, 
on which were displayed the first 
three Gneek letters of the name oi 
Christ, X. P. I., or Chiro, and that 
the cross was taken from the first of 
these, especially as Constantine had 
for a time lived in the north of Eng- 
‘land, which, during the Roman oc- 
,cupation had been converted by mis- 
sionaries from Scotland, from which 
St. Patrick originally came, and so 
the cross became intimately connect- 
ed with the labors of St. Patrick in 
Ireland. St. Patrick’s crogs is the 
same shape (sagltirg) as St. Andrew's 
but a red cross on a white field. It 
was not much used before the close 
of the seventeenth century, and Ire 
land had never been represented ir: 
the national flag as Scotland was, 
except for a brief period during the 
Commonwealth, and then by an en- 
sign on which appeared a golden harp 
on a blue ground. 


ADMISSION OF IRELAND. 


When in 1810 Ireland was admitted 
into the Union, it became necessary 
| that that -country should be repre- 
sented on the national flag, and as 
this bore already the crosses of Eng- 
land and Scotland, it was decided to 
add the Irish cross, combining the 
three crosses on one flag. By a pro- 
clanmiation of King George III, of 
January 1, 1801, the details of the 
new combination were given in hor- 
aldic language, it was defined that 
the white cross of St. Andrew and 
the red cross of St. Patrick were to 
be joined together quarterly and 
counterchanged and that they were 
to be surmounted by the oross of St. 
George; therefore it was necessary to 
Join thnze crosses on one flag, at the 
same time to do this in such a way 
{that Scotland and Ireland would 
have equal honor. This was more 
difficult from the fact that the Scotch 
and Irish crosses were the same 
shape and size, and so the proclama- 
tion read that they were to be joined 
together quarterly and counterchang- 
ed. It will be noticed that the St. 
George’s cross and its wide border 
divide the flag into four quarters or 
cantons, the two upper being num- 
bered one and two, and the two 
lower three and four, and that the 
widths of the two saltire crosses are 
differently placed in each quarter; 
the reason is that Scotland being the 
senior of the two, occupies the high- 
er position in the first and third 
quarters, which are nearest the flag- 
staff, and that the positions are 
reversed in the second and fourth 
cantons, that is, that in the first 
and third quarters the broad white 
of St. Andrew is placed above the 
red cross and its border, while in the 
second ang fourth the red of St. 
Patrick and its border are above, so 


ENGLAND'S LEADING PART 


Laid over this or surmounting it is 
the red sross of St. George with its 
white border, indicating clearly the 
leading part England has taken in 
the Union and the leading position 
the English nation has held, while 
each cross has been preserved. intact 
and rests upon its own proper ground 
or field, the white St. Andrew's 2on 
a, blue field and the red St. ‘George’s 
and St. Patrick's on white grounds, 
the whole forming a most beautiful 
combination and one of the hand- 
somest flags that has ever floated to 
the breeze. Further symbols may 
be taken from the heraldic meaning 
of tho colons, namely, red for cour- 
age, white for purity, and blue for 
truth. 

A little study will enable anyone 
to become familiar with the proper 
design and proportions, so there is 
no excuse for the Union Jack being 
wrongly made or placed; a correct 
flag shows the broad white of St. 
Andrew in the first and third quart- 
ers uppermost, and below the red in 
the other quarters. 

The Union Flag (to give its cor- 
rect designation), is essentially the 
national flag; it shows the soverci- 
gnity of Great Britain wherever it 
flies; it is used as an army flag, be- 
ing hoisted over all forts, camps and 
military stations; it is the King’s 
color of all regiments of the army, 
and can be flown by any British sub- 
ject on shore; it is used by govern- 
ors-gencral and lieutenant-governors

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COLONEL HUGHES. 


The Toronto Globe says: ‘‘Canada 
would be deeply indebted to Col. 
Sam Hughes if he would stop talk- 
ing till after Canada’s troops are 
outfitted and despatched to _ the 
front.’’ The Toronto News took the 
matter up and, in reply to the 
Globe, said, if in the light of recent 
events any Canadian newspaper 
should deal lightly with the Minister 
of Militia and the Borden Govern- 
ment, that newspaper is the Globe. 
Within the past few months it has 
rebuked Col. Hughes for stating, .in 
a speech at Vancouver, that Ger- 
any was a menace to the Empire. 
Yet no truer statement was ever 
made. Over and over again The Globe 
has abused the Minister for his 
efforts to get the Canadian militia 
into a state of preparedness against 
just such a ‘situation as confronts us 
today. 

The Globe persistently ridiculed 
the idea that an international crisis 
existed which called for prompt 
action by Canada on land and sea. 
Nithin the past few months it has 
gone so far as to describe the Ger- 
man Emperor as a sincere advocate 
of peace. Last November it hailed 
the announcement that a German fly- 
ing squadror would leave the North 
Sea for an extended cruise as a 
proof that the Emperor entertained 
no ulterior designs against Great 
Britain. As late as November 18th, 
1913, it asserted in a highly con- 
temptuous tone ‘“‘that an emergency 
cannot be kept in cold storage be- 
tweén elections.’’ 

That was its whole tone from day 
to day. In its view nothing could be 
more absurd than the thought that 
a great European war, involving the 
security of the British Empire, was 
impending. For Col. Hughes and 
othens who knew that the. millenium 
had not arrived it expressed only 
the deepest, scorn. Last autumn The 
Globe contended that ‘‘to speak of a 
Canadian army is absurd. Canada 
has no intention of withdrawing her 
young men from industrial life to 
make an army.’’ Again it said: 
“With no war debt, no war page, 
no war mania, Canada may show 
the victors a more excellent way.’’ 
The truth was, and is, that the im 
munity of the Dominion from invas- 
ion has been secured by the British 
army and navy, and paid for by 
the British taxpayer. 

, When General Ian Hamilton, with 
Colonel Hughes’ adquiescence, report- 
ed on behalf of the War Offic: that 
the Canadian Militia Department 
was short in cannon, howitzers, 
machine guns, rifles, uniforms and 
ammunition, The Globe asked the 
farmers of South Bruce, where a 
bye-election was being held, if they 
approved of increasing expenditures 
in this direction. As late as Febru- 
ary 16th The Globe spoke of Colonel 
Hughes as ‘military mad,’ and 
prophesied that ‘Drill, Ye Tarriers, 
Drill,’’ would be the Natipnal 
Anthem when the Minister perfected 
his plans and we all began to ‘‘work 
beyant”’ in the army. In March The 
Globe was asking: ‘Is Col. Sam 
Hughes calling up the horse marines 
to man the Borden Dreadnoughts?” 
In April we were told that ‘‘Col. the 


Hon. Sam is a greater spender of 
Canadian hard-earned. He is a 
record-breaker of the first magni- 
tude.’’ 


During the last session of Parlia- 
ment, within about three months of 
the day when the Kaiser’s vast armr 
ies began to move against France 
and England, Colonel Hughes sent 
the members of the House a_ letter 
urging them to be in attendance 
when the militia estimates would be 
up for consideration. The Globe 
commented thus: “It is to be hoped

THE UNEMPLOYED QUESTION.

The City Council, a number of the 
thinking citizens, and the man who 
sees no hope of work for the coming 
winter, are all racking their brains 
to find a way to deal with the diffi- 
cult problem of unomployment,.. Dur- 
ing recent years work has been gener- 
ally very good in the city. Brick- 
yards and lumber mill in full swing, 
and in addition the city itself has 
had a large amount of sewer and 
waterworks in hand practically until 
freeze up. The amount of work being 
done naturally brought a large num 
ber of men from outside points into 
the ity, including homesteaders, 
who looked upon Red Deer as their 
centre. It must not be forgotten 


that we have not got this large numr’ 


ber of men at the present time,and 
we venture to think that the number 
of bona fide citizens who will be 
out of work this winter .will not 
amount to probably more than a 
score. The point that hits even 
them the hardest is the fact that 
owing to the quietness of work dur- 
ing the summer they have been un- 
able to put anything by for the 
winter. How to provide for them 
without offering charity is the prob- 
lem we have to face. Alderman 
Watson at the last Council meeting 
broached the question of breaking up 
the farm land and lots owned by 
the city. We venture to say that, 
while we credit him with a sincere 
idea of benefitting the out of wocs, 
we do not think that it will nelp the 
right party. The man who would 
benefit would be the owner of 
teams, who has probably had a 
good summer’s work anyway. We 
have one suggestion to make that 
would help out a little. Some pas- 
sable crossings are needed about as 
badly as anything we know of for 
many streets of the city. It is piti- 
able to see ladies and children trying 
to get from one sidewalk to the 
other without losing a rubber and 
finding themselves in diffidulty. We 
are aware that the Council are con 
tinually placing gravel on these cros- 
sings, but after all every shower of 
rain makes them a quagmire, so 


what’s the use? It is almost a 
useless waste of money. Put some 
Cement crossings in. An expert is 


not needed ; we have men walking 
the streets today who are capable 
of doing the work. There are always 
some little jobs that require doing 
around most houses before winter 
sets in. Why not give the out of 
work a chance to do it? The citi- 
zens should use a little consideration 
in giving out thier work this winter. 
We have cases in mind, too, where 
Chinamen are employed in preference 
to white men, and it need not take 
long to satisfy oneself that, quiet 
as the town is, the Chinks are on 
the increase, and we don’t know of 
any good they are to the community. 
Ve notice that the manager of the 
Bank of Commerce was only too 
willing to give the caretaking to a 
white man recently. 

The employers of labor in the city 
have a duty to perform, as well as 
the Council, in caring for the poorer 
class of people, and if they can in 
any way help with work instead of 
charity, so much the better for all 
concerned,

“My army and my navy have with 
unceasing vigilance, courage and 
skill, sustained in association with 
our gallant and faithful allies, a 
just and ‘righteous cause. From, every 
part of my empire there has been a 
spontaneous and enthusiastic rally 
to our common flag. 

“Gentlemen of the house of com- 
mons, I thank you for the liberality 
with which you have met a_ great 
emergency. My lords and gentlemen, 
we are fighting for a worthy pur- 
pose and we shall not lay down our 
arms until that purpose has been 
fully achieved.’’ 

The speech will touch a responsive 
chord in Canada. The war will end, 
when justice triumphs and wrong is 
subdued ; not, before. 


A FINANCIAL CONTRAST. 


New York -bankers have refused 
Germany’s application for a war loan 
of $250,000,000. The Kaiser can 
get no pecuniary assistance from 
foreign nations. Almost simultan- 
eously a third batch of British treas- 
ury bills, amounting to $75,000,000, 
was oversubscribed by the British 
reople, as were the previous issues. 
Money in London is procurable at 
24 to 3 per cent. 

The two facts explain why the 
British people have been able to 
enter the war with the fullest confi- 
dence to .wear down Germany 
almost single-handed.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The public library of Red Deer is 
getting into shape, and will soon be 
available for the use of the citizens 
generally. Mr. Boyce and his fellow 
workers deserve every credit for the 
way in which they have carried the 
scheme through to practical comple- 
tion, which has entailed a lot of 
time and energy. First of all a 
petition had to be circulated and the 
requisite number of names secured. 
A subscription list also had to be 
taken around, as a certain sum had 
to be obtained, to which the Govern- 
ment would add a further sum of 
money. The committee were success- 
ful in raising between three and four 
hundred dollars. The petition and 
subscription list, was then duly pre- 
sented’ to the Council, who brought 
in a by-law which was presented’ to 
the ratepayers and endorsed by 
them. , 

he by-law was then finally assent- 
ed to by the Council, who also ap- 
pointed, a Library Board, in accord- 
ance with the Act of Parliament, as 
follows: J. F. Boyce, Chairman ; H. 
H. Gaetz, Secretary-Treasurer ; 
Mayor Carscallen, Alderman Watson 
and F. H. Vthitehouse. The Board 


at their first mecting chose their 
officens. : 
The Board of Trade rooms’ were 


secured for the accommodation of 
the library, rent free, and meetings 
were held for the purpose of making 
arrangements for shelving, ordering 
of books and supplies, ete. 

New books are arrivmg every week 
and are being catalogued. daily, so 
that it is confidently expected that 
the library will be eran in the 
course of a very few weeks The 
Library Board are very grateful for 
the following grants:

To the 
directors, notably Messrs. Day, Lord, 
Wylie, Cunningham, Bjorkeland, 
Rogers, and Secretary Mann, every 
credit is coming for the manner in 
which they stuck to their gune at a 
time when similar organizations 
were crying blue ruin and cating off 
their shows. That the Fair should 
have proven such a success finan- 
cially proves that the people are 
always ready to give the support 
mecessary to worthy objects of such 
importance as agricultural business. 

The cattle were second to none, 
and the lack of heavy draft honses 
could not be laid on the direc- 
tors’ shoulders, but it is possible 
that they fell down in their prizes 
for sheep and swine, and in that 
respect Lacombe was ahead and had 
a much better showing in these 
classes.

Edmonton, Sept. 17th, 1914. 
Dear Sir,— 

During the past few years farm 
help has been very scarce and expen- 
sive. As a consequence many far- 
mens have been unable to get as 
much work done in the way of culti- 
vation and improvement as_ they 
desired. 

We wish to call your attention to 
the fact that the effect of the un- 
fortunate war, in which our Empire 
is now engaged, has greatly derang- 
ed industrial conditions, particularly 
in the cities and towns of our prov- 
ince, where many men, no doubt, 
who have farm experience, are out 
of eraployment, who would be glad 
to engage with farmens at very reas- 
onable wages. 

We appeal to you in this matter; 
both upon patriotic and industrial 
grounds, that you make every pos- 
sible effort to induce the farmers in 
i district to ensploy as many 
aborers as possible. The invest- 
ment of capital in farm, labor at, the 
present time would not only help a 
great many/deserving men and famr 
ilies, but increase the output of our 
food stuffs for another year,‘ when 
the prices are likely to be very at- 
tractive and fully justify extra in- 
vestment in preparing every foot of 
soil possible this fall for crop. 

We feel confident that the situ- 
ation above described will appeal to 
you and assure you that your co- 
operation with this Department will 
be very much appreciated.
